ting $159,115.54 In expenditures 
and revenues of $149,479.17 was 
approved by the end of the seven 
hour meeting. Thi^ means that 
the Students' Society will exper- 
ience a deficit of $9,636.37, as 
compared with the deficit of 
some $5,000 incurred last year. 
DEFICITS REDUCED 
In approving budgets the Coun- 
cil continued its policy of making 
social functions pay for themsel- 
ves. Organizations submlttlni; 
budgets which contemplated de- 
ficits on social functions had 
their proposed deficits cut out en- 
tirely or drastically reduced. No- 
table among these were, the Un- 
dergraduates Soiletles and the 
National Clubs. 

Of the Undirgraduate Socie- 
ties, only the EUS and the CUS 
contemplated an excess of revc- 
nuc'ovèr expenditures. The ASUS 
had proposed a deficit of almost 
$000 but Council put off decision 
pending^ thorough' investigation 
of tha budget by the Finance 
Committee. The LUS. which had 
requested a deficit of over SHOO, 
was granted only $275 with the, 
proviso that this sum be used to 
Underwrite the Law Journal and 
no social functions. The Theolo- 
gical Undergraduates Society waa 
allowed a dîflclt of $230. 

PENNILESS 

Cut off without a cent were 
the. Graduate Nurses when it was 
discovered that two revenue 
items, a grant from the Wômen's 
Union and the ticket sales to the 
graduation dinner bad be'en omit 
ted. These will allow them to 
break even.

Let's Be Show -Off s 

For several montlis now the Open House committee 
lias been working at full pitch organizing the triennial 
"Meet McGill" programme. Designed to show the general 
public just what McGill is and wliat it does, Open llouse 
will take place this Friday and Saturday. An estimated 
60,000 people are expected to flood the McGill campus 
over the two day period, something which is causing 
headaches for the organisers. The problem is this: 50,000 
people require upwards of 500 guides. These guides Will ' 
be di-awn from the student population but de.'^pite the • 
fact that lectures have been cancelled from 1 pm Friday 
and on Saturday morning the number of volunteers has 
been far from overwhelming. Particularly needed are 
students with a basic grounding in French, since many 
French Canadians ' are expected to take advantage of 
Open llouse. In addition.- students with only an English 
speaking abilit,v. are. needed to swell the rank.s of those 
who have already signed up. 

"Meet McGill '59" is a tremendous 'undertaking. Its 
success depends oil your help. The Univcrsit.v has can-, 
celled your lectures in order to facilitate the Open llouse 
proceedings. A few houis iis fi guide will not spoil your 
Aveekend; they will merely baljuice out with the time 
Baved due . to cancelled lectures. 

Eesitles, Open llouse i)rovides a tremendous oppor- 
tunity for tlie students themselves to see the interesting 
but unfamiliar parts of the University. When coming to 
see the displays offered by other faculties and groups, 
why not devote some time to showing people around the 
part of McGill you know best ? 

Tfie Good Old Days . 

The other night we were discussing "tKe',5good old 
days" with a group of friends^ Someone niehtioned how 
much times have changed and to prove his point requested 
tOiLSeej,our Dally files,, from 1911-12, the, first year of 
publication. So we pulled ' out the liow yellowing bound 
copy of volume one. Much, to everyone's surprise it's 
HtiU very much Jike the "good old. days" here at McGill. 

For instance, the. following examples : 

1. In 1911 McGill students were debating the ques« 
lion of . whether ' Latin should be lemoved from the 
pre-reciuisites for. fan Arts (iegree. 

2. Advertising was a problem with' the McGill Daily 
— there wi\s so much, in fact, that a full two-thirds of 
page one was regularly filled with ads. -' 

8. A "new uhiversity campus to be magnificent 
asset to student activities" was headlined in the Dnily. 
The. article concluded,' however, "The funds for erection 
(of the.new campus facilities) will all have to come from 
some out.side source". Results of the Campaign Fund 
in 1911 were to be u.sed to pay of university debt. 

'1. !McGill llniversiiy lest the race for the Intercol- 
legiate football championship. 

In certain res|iects, however, times have changed : 

1. .Januai'y 27, 1912 — The provlnciargovei-nment 
announced increased aid to the universities. Quoting the 
budget speech, the Daily said, "Referring to the Univer- 
sities of Laval and McGill he (the Provincial Treasurer) 
commented oir tlie 'great .services they had rendered to 
the .state... in the past they (Ihe universities) had 
been ■ mainly dependent on private munificence. Now, 
hoWever, the time had come wien a united public opinion 
demanc^ed that the .state should aid them more in. their ' 

Î:reat and good work, and accordingly the ■goveriiment 
lad decided to increase considerably provincial grants". •. 

2. Or, consider the hockey scene. After a six game 
winning streak the Red 'and White dropped one game, 
then came back to outscore their opponents in the next 
two, winning the -Intercollegiate Championship, Other 
championships garnered by the Redmen that year were*^ 
basketball, tiack, swimming, and waterpolo, giving 
McGill five -championships out of a, possible ten. . 

Any one for the "good old days" T

Point of Editorial 
Missed by Many , 

Sir, 

The subject of segregation has 
always been a sore point in the 
minds of many ot us, and any 
comment that is made on it is 
usually blown up beyond propor- 
tion. Such lias happened on this 
campus, arid many sttidenis coin- 
menline on the recent editorial in 
tho Daily have made the mistake 
of being too specific. 

The editorial, and the policy of 
-the Daily, was to rap segregation 
as a whole, usih;; one basic inci- 
dent as a stopping stone to the 
more serious problem. Unfortu- 
natelv too many people read only 
llic first part of the editorial, de- 
cided that this was a blow up on 
one specific incident, and pro- 
ceeded' to comment on this ba- 
sis. - ' 

Such is the case when several 
prominent fraternity members 
were canvassed last Friday night 
on CFCF. Unfortunately they 
commented on the situation as 
it applied to tliem, althougli so- 
me of them were in a belter po- 
sition to see tbe overall topic than 
many a vei'age students. 

La.st Sunday,, on "Fighting 
Words", several prominent Cana- 
dian personages, including Irving 
Layton, Uabbi Finebere of To- 
ronto. Dr.: Grant from the Mari- 
times and Dr^ Blotz debated the 
question. "Shoiild an indlvi()ual 
try to join a- group which doesn't 
want him?" The discussion even- 
tually swung around to the rights' 
and wrongs of segregation. •Al- 
though specific references were 
made to special cases, namely 
the - Bunch tcnuis club, incidcnc, 
discussion was kept on an exire- 
ipely general level. 

Two Uioughl-provoking ideas 
came out of this programme. 
Kabbi Fincber^, expressing pro- 
bably a religious opinion, felt 
that "segregation is immoral". ■■ 
Dr. Grant stated that "No demoi- 
cracy. especially a social dem(>-v 
cracy. can e)(ist If there' arc pre- 
judices and ségrégation". 

McGllI is a' University, whose 
main responsibility is the educa- 
tion of the citiz(^ns of tomorrow.' 
Fortunately it has on its campus 
a great number of- students who 
tome from outside Canada and 
the Stales who come here becau- 
se this country is prcspmably a 
democracy. 

Is this the way they should be 
first introduced to Canada, with 
battles raiiing pro and con about 
a ' topic that they are probably 
very sensitive about? ■ 

And if this battle must be rag- 
ed, why should it be directed 



against specific university ele 
ments like the IFC and the Pan- 1 
hellenic Council? After all, every- 
body is involved, and no one per- 
son or group can be blamed. This 
is something that affects each 
and every one of us, and much 
more thought should be given be- 
fore remarks or comments are 
made that probably will hurt a 
great many people.-

Rather, the 
difference is due to the small 
number of loyal supporters. 

SMALL FANDOM, WHY? 

We were trying to figure out 
why only a small percentage of 
the students turn out to watch 
the licdnicn pcrfur ' 'it found 
this to be a real pu $ /he first 
thing we considercv . studies, 
but could not sec ■w^.y this was 
the reason. For, the football sea- 
son takes place in the early part 
of the school year. Exams ° are 
nut yet upon us; neither are term 

f tapers. The material covered in 
eclurcs is small as compared lo 
the total taken by the year's end. 
Surely then, we can ALL afford 
to turn out on a Saturday after- 
noon (or a Friday night) and 
cheer for our side. Most of us, 
even if we don't attend the game, 
do not use this time to study any- 
way. 

Another consideration was the 
weather. From past experience, 
we have learned that the weather 
seldom is bad for McGill home 
games. What, then, is the factor 
responsible for the small number 
of fans? We cannot come up with 
an a'hswcr, but would be pleased 
to hear from anyone who can. 

UNFAIR TO PLAYERS 

■ It seems to us that the present 
situation is more than a little 
unfair to the players. It is true 
that the^ play the game because 
they enjoy it. But let us remem- 
ber that while they are in uni- 
form they are representing the 
Red and White. We also should 
represent ■ HcGill. Obviously 
though, we are all not athletes. 
Our job as representatives is to 
attend. This is a far easier task 
than tliat of the players. Wc 
have no long, hard practices. Our 
plays are just a few cheers, most 
of which are learned by hearins 
them once. An yet, by all of uii 
performing our Job well, we can 
help the team bring glory to our 
Alma Maler. 

Let us assume that the four 
teams in, ■ the Ihtcrcollcgiate 
Football League are equal as far 
as ability is concerned. Then the 
odds arc against the Red and 
White. For statistics have shown 
that the team with the most and 
loudest supporters has the best 
chance of winning, and Toronto, 
Western, and Queens always 
have, a large- number of fans to 
cheer them oin. 

The fact that McGill has not 
won a championship for such a 
long time should not prevent any 
of us from coming to the gamo. 
It .should convince us that our 
presence Is' necessarj'.

I giiess most of you are familiar 
with the chant of "GO, GO, GO!" 
that the Als' fans holler. This 
usually comes about when the 
supporters want their team to 
gamble a little. Biit most football 
teams are content to' play it safe. 
The Als used to be the same way, 
but now they play it the fans' 
way. Perhaps this is just a coin- 
cidence, but at any rate the re- 
sults have been favourable. 

The other example happened 
a while ago in an cxliibltion game 
between our Junior football 
squad and the Loyola Warriors. 
Starting the second half, we trail- 
ed by three touchdowns. We re- 
ceived the klckoff and after a 
few plays, wc had narrowed the 
gap to two touchdowns. The next 
time wc got the ball, another 
sustained drive was well under- 
way when, the multitude of 
Loyola fans .began yelling and 
screaming. Otir drive was naltcd 
on the very next play. The' fans 
continued in this manner and 
McGill did not score again. Per- 
haps, if enough McGill fans had 
been on hand to encourage our 
team, wc might have pulled the 
game out of the fire. 

ODDS AND ENDS 

College football games are 
vastly different than professional 
ones. One must be an avid fan 
to really enjdy the pro games 
but this is not- so at the college 
clashes. Even those who are not 
football followers will quickly be- 
come part of the excited and 
enthusiastic crowd... There are 
numerous clubs and societies at 
McGill. II all of these organiza- 
tions, regardless of size, were to 
turn out en masse, the cheering 
section would be a major factor 
for the opposing team to contend 
with . . .

Shetler Tops In Tennis Tourney

Jim Shetler, a second year Law 
student, retained the Intramural 
tennis title he won last year by 
defeating Gordon Mohan in this 
year's final 6-4.. 6-4, 2-6, and 64. 
Mohan, a native of Trinidad in 
the Faculty of Science, copped 
the title two years ago as a fresh- 
man. 

The final match, played at the 
McGill Tennis Courts on Thurs- 
day afternoon, "^vas a hard-fought 
affair with both boys displaying 
good tennis. They had to contend 
with cool 45 degree temperatures 
and a brisk wind. Nonetheless, 
Shetler and Mohan played well, 
coming up with good volleys and, 
at times, excellent placement 
shots. The main difference bet- 
ween Mohan and Shetler was the 
latter's superior backhand which 
he relied on to win many valua- 
ble points. 

GOOD TURNOUT 

The tournament attracted 88 
male students from all faculties 
and all years. Matches were play- 
ed at noon from September 29 
until the final on Thursday of 
last week. 

Competition was keen, especi- 
ally in the last three rounds 
where the better players in the 
tournament faced each other, 
producing some very fine tennis. 
One of the better matches fea- 
tured Shetler and Mohd Leghari, 
a science student from Fakistian. 
After dropping the first set, Leg- 
hari fought back gamely to take 
the next one from the ultimate 
winner. However, in the third 
and final set, Leghari slipped and 
twisted his ankle, thus dropping 
the final set 6-2. . 

One of the glaring weaknesses 
of the Intramural Tournament 
was that the players were nqt 
ssated. Therefore, some better 
players were knocked out of the 
tournament in early rounds, 
while other less qualified con- 
testants advanced to later rounds. 
This flaw is inherent in the tour- 
nament Itself, as organizers of 
the "draw" do not know the abi- 
lity of the players entering the 
tournament and cannot seat them 
according to their tennis capabi- 
lities. 

SEMI-FINALi. 

In the seml finab, Shetler dis- 
posed of Lloyd Thompson 0-3, 6-8, 
nnd 6-3, while .Mohan defeated 
Paul Breneiaglia 64, 4-6, and 11- 
9. Thompson, a perennial com- 
petitor in the tournament, put 
up a good fight before losing 
out to Shetler. In the other 
semi-final match, Mohan needed 
almost 3 hours to overcome Bren- 



eiaglia who hails from Rome, 
Italy. Breneiaglia was bothered 
by a blister on his racket hand 
and was tired from playing an 
earlier match prior to meeting 
Mohan. However, he never gave 
up and finally lost out to Mohan 
by the narrowest of margins. 

AU matches in the tournament 
were 'best of three' events except 
the final which was the 'best 
three out of five'.
